ually forgetting the story and I write 
it now (or (ear I shall forget it, and then ba 
harassed all through after life by the re- 
membrance of the forgetting. 


There is no position more painful and tor- 


menting than the consciousness of having 
had something worth the telling which, in 
spite of all'mental effort,, Just eludes the 
memory. It hovers nebulously beyond the 
outstretched finger ends of recollection and 
Uke the fish that gets off the hook becomes 
more and more important as one keeps on 
remembering that he has forgotten it 


Perhaps after you read this story you will 


cay there is nothing in it after all Well, 
that will be my fault, then, and I can only 
regret that I did not write down the story 
when it was told to me, (or as I sat in the 
purser's room-that day it seemed to me that 
I had never heard any thing more graphic. 


The purser's room was well forward on the 


Atlantic steamship. Prom one o( the little 
red-curtained windows you could look down 
to where the steerage passengers were gath- 
ered on the deck. When the bow of -the 
great vessel dove down into the big Atlan- 
tic waves, the smother of foam that shot up- 
ward would be borne along with the wind 
and spatter like rain against the purser's 
window.

quick, straightforward

••erned so impossible that children so young 
should attempt to cross the ocean without 
ticket* that I concluded, to lat them come, 
and resolved to get at the truth on the way 
over. 
Next day I told the deck steward to bring 


the children to my room. 


They .came in just as I saw them the day 


before, the elder with a tight grip on the 
band of the younger, whose eyes I never 
caught sight of. She kept them resolutely 
on the floor while the other looked straight 
at me, with her big, blue eyes. 


•Well; have you found your tickets!" 
"No, sur." 
"What is your name!" 
"Bridget, snr." 
"Bridget what!" 
"Bridget Mulligan, snr." 
"Where did you live!" 
"In Kildonney, sur." 
"Where did you get your tickets!" 
"FromMr.O'Grady, sur." 
Now I knew Kildormey as well as I know 


this ship, and I knew O'Grady was our 
•gent there. I would have given a good 
deal at that moment tot a few words with 
him. But I knew of no Mulligans there, al- 
though, of course, there might be. I was 
bora myself only a few miles from Kildor- 
mey. Now, thinks I to myself, if these 
children can baffle a purser that's been 
twenty years on the Atlantic when they say 
they came from his own town, almost, by 
the powers they deserve their passage over 
the ocean.

He 
was a worse tyrant, in his own small way, 
than England had ever been.

I've seen men for less put in irons 
daring a voyage and hacded over to the au- 
thorities when they landed. And now I want 
you to do me a favor. There are two child- 
ren on board without tickets.

Mrs. O'Donnell, and perhaps the 
will answer yoa" 


I bad the two called in, and they came 


hand in hand as usual The elder looked at 
me as if she couldn't take her eyes off my 
face. 


"Look at this woman," I saltTto her; "she 


wants to speak to you. Ask her some ques- 
tions about her.-ielf," I whispered to Mr* 
O'Donnell. 
"Acushla," said Mrs. O'Donnell, with infi- 


nite tenderness, taking tun disengaged hand 
of the elder girl "Tell me, darlmt, where 
yeea are from." 
I suppose I had spoken rather harshly to 


them before, although I had not intended to 
do so, but however that may be at the first 
words of kindness from the lips of their 
countrywoman both girls broke down and 
cried as if their hearts would break. The 
poor woman drew them toward her, and 
stroking the fair hair of the elder girl, 
tried to comfort her while the tears streamed 
down her own cheeks, "Hush, acushla, bush, 
darlints; shure the gentleinin'a not goin' to 
be hard wid two poor chfldher goin' to a 
strange country."

pay their passage. No one would do so.

Now if I let the children go will you 
send their passage money to the company 
when you get it!" 


"I will," he answered, although I knew he 


lied."Well," I said, "for Mrs. O'Donnell's sake 
I'll let them go, and I must congratulate 
any free country that gets a citizen like 
you." 


Of course I never heard from O'Donnell 


since.

HOW THEY ARE TAUGHT TO BEAD, 


WRITE AND PLAY. 


Splendid Kesnlts Achieved by Very fUmpl* 


Heuu — Invention of the "Point 


Systems" of Writing — Krom 


Writing to Type-Setting.

Very few persons, blind or seeing, hart 


any idea of tbe advantages which an freely 
offered for the amelioration of tbe wretched 
condition of a large class of unfortunates. 
In a general way it is known that a blind 
man^may be taught a few of the rudiment! 
of learning, and to care for himself under 
certain limited circumstances and after a 
fashion. And it was not until the last five 
years that the education of tbe blind much 
exceeded those limits. During that time, 
however, progrea has been made which 
puts the sightless nearly on a plane with 
tiuro wbose sight is perfect 


The educated blind man of tbe period not

reads and writes,

Let a seeing man, if h« 
can, read to him a sheet of music; he will 
transcribe it faster than it is read, and, tak- 
in- it to a piano, will compel that instru- 
ment to give np a faultless interpretation ol 
tbe note'. It is no uncommon eight in the 
neighborhood ot a blind school to see a grout 
of the pupils at a popular lecture taking 
notes which they will afterwards transcribe 
at length in their rooms. There are actually 
thousands of parsons in Illinois, who nevei 
saw the light of day, carrying on an un- 
trammeled correspondence 
in character! 


which are neither English, nor Hebrew, noi 
Chaldaic, nor cuneiform—nor anything else 
than the "blind alphabet." Blind men teacli 
their seeing friends to do this in order that 
they may correspond as other people da 


These splendid results have been achieved 


by means,so simple that the wonder is that 
they were not known long before. 
Until 


recently the blind pupil received all in- 
struction orally. 
Everything was read tc 


him for ths ample reason that ha could not 
himself read, except in the old-fashioned 
"raised-lett*" literature, of which there 
was comparatively little in existence, but 
which, as is generally known, was traced 
with great labor by the ends of the blind 
man's fingers. This he could read, but, 
necessarily be could not write. 
It was to 


overcome this defect that tbe existing "point 
systems" were invented. These are two in 
number, the "New York point" and the 
"Braille point," between which there is only 
a technical difference.

fingers. For more enduring matter a special, 
heavy paper is employe.!. From writing to 
type-setting was but a step, and there are 
now very few blind institutions not pro- 
vided with a composing room and complate 
outfits of typas, casei and other parapher- 
nalia, which are brought into requisition to 
print anything required. 
Blind printers, 


pressmen and binders do all tha work. 


Maps for the b'ind, geometric figures, 


and nil similar device* ara easily made by 
raising' tbe boundry lines and indicating 
cities, point?, etc. by brass pegs. Tho eager- 
ness with which the pupaU seize upon these 
means of supplying their great defect, tbeir 
great desire to learn, and their great appre- 
ciation of what had been done for them corn- 
compensates in a great measure for their 
>lack of sight Inspectors of the blind de- 
light to dwell upon tha facile dbposition 
and talents of their pcpiU, and exhibit evi- 
dences of their work which teach the lesson 
clearly that intelligent philanthropy has 
done much to take away the sting of one of
